YOUNG MEN TO THE FROST. 

The able Editor of the Courier- 
Journal is now advocating the 
bringing to the front of the young 
men in politics. He offers as his 
reasons.for this that the generation 
that grew up from I860 to 1870, 
now being about forty years of 
age, in the active stage of political 
life, and many older ones, did not 
have the advantage of educational 
facilities as the generation of a la- 
ter day ; that they were naturally, 
in the South, embittered by the 
Carpet-bag rule of reconstruction 
days and consequently not so well 
fitted for Statesmanship as those 
who grew up since that devastat- 
ing period. We believe in this 
teaching and believe such a policy 
would not only be good for the 
Democratic party of the South, 
but for the entire interest of the 
whole country. In the days of re- 
construction, when the minds of 
Southeners were fired by imported 
rule, when facilities for education- 
al work were shattered, when the 
whole South laud waB Btained with 
blood, property destroyed, houses 
wrecked and a large part of her 
vigorous manhood crippled, it is 
but natural that that period would 
produce men of retaliating spirits, 
men who would be guided largely 
by the wsues of the past , rather 
than the burning questions of the 
present. The generation of a liter 
day, as Mr. Wateraon baa well 
said, has had better advantages in 
education, has had less to warp 
their minds, and is therefore bet- 
tdr prepared for dealing with the 
issues of the present and the 
shaping of the future. The young 
men of to-day are better qualified 
for successfully entering any kind 
of business than any proceeding 
generation, and they are forging 
to the front under circumstances 
that seems almost unsurmount- 
able.

My 
family and myself took the steam- 
Pochantas,"at Richmond, Va, 
a few days ago and came down the 
James passing many fine old Ma- 
houses on the banks, among

walls Lord Cornwallis stabled his 
horses during the Revolutionary 
war. We stopped at old James- 
town, founded by Capt. John 
Smith, in 1607. Nothing is left 
but the brick tower of the first 
churoh built in the U. S. where 
Pooahontas was baptized. There 
it stands, half concealed by ivy 
overlooking the great silent River, 
a mute witness to the mutability 
of all things terrestrial. 

At Richmond I was driven to 
the spot where the old theatre was 
burned nearly one hundred years 
ago, the Governor the State and 
many others losing their lives.
